Growing Very Serious. 


POWERS ACT IN HARMONY. 


The New Grand Vizier Net Expected 
to Push Reforms or Add Strength 
to the Government. 


LONDON, Nov. 8.—The latest review of 
the Turkish situation came from Constan- 
tinople to-day in a dispatch from the Times’ 
correspondent in that city.

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THE POLLACK RECTIFIER. 


A New Electrical Device Controlling 
Transmission of Power. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. In view 
of the marvelous growth of the use of elec- 


tricity for power and lighting purposes, 
and electro-chemical tions, a 8 
report to the State ent from United 
States Consul Mason at Frankfort, de- 
scribing a new device for the economical 
conversion of the high pressure alternat- 
ing currents which are unavoidably asso- 
clated with any system of long distance 
transmission of electric power, will be of 
the greatest interest to American elec- 
triclans. The invention bridges an indus- 
trial difficulty, which becomes more and 
more serious with each step of progress in 
this great work, and a year’s test of the 
device at the Frankfort Accumulator Works 
shows that the efficiency of the new sys- 
tem, known as the ollack Rectifier, is 
fully 96 per cent. In other words a 3, 
volt alternating current is resolved into a 
6 volt harmless direct current, with a loss 
of but 4 per cent, and one important result 
is that motors of all sizes may be driven by 
this converted direct current storage bat- 
tery may be charged and electrical opera- 
tors performed—all impossible with the al- 
ternating current. 

A full description and illustration of the 
apparatus is given by Mr. Mason in his re- 
port, showing that it depends entirely upon 
the arrangement of sets of double brushes 
in @ small motor moving synchronously 
with the distant power yielding dynamo.
